Kenosha — UP* —Sixteen men lost 


their lives when the steamer Wiscon- 
sin went down off the Kenosha shore 
yesterday. This was definitely deter- 
mined today by the testimony of Hnr- 
vcy Lyon. purser of the ill-fated ship, 
at a federal investigation here. 


Kenosha— UP)—The federal govern- 


ment, tho county and the Goodrich 
Steamship company joined today in 
an investigation into the sinking of 
tha steamship Wisconsin four miles 
off this port yesterday with the loss 
ot at least nine lives. 


Fred J. Meno, supervising Inspec- 


tor of the-federal steamship inspec- 
tion office of Detroit, had charge of 
the inquiry for the government. He 
said he would begin at once the ques- 
tioning of witnesses. 


A preliminary survey last night 


gave rise to several questions, an- 
swers to which may help In placing 
responsibility for the wreck. It was 
pointed out that the boat was less 
than an hour out from Kenosha har- 
bor when it first began radioing dis- 
tress signals; there were lifeboats 
and life preservers for all; and the 
radio was working up to a short time 
before the vessel was abandoned. 


As near as officials were able- to 


state, the Wisconsin carried a crew 
of 70 men-and four passengers. Nine 
lives were lost, including those of 
Capt. Douglas Morrison and Chief 
Engineer Julijis Buschmann. Sixty- 
three persons, including the passen- 
gers, were rescued. This'leaves two 
persons unaccounted for.

leader of the Radical Socialist party, 
had definitely declined to continue 
further efforts to form a government 
because he could not gain the sup- 
port of the Socialists.

Between 40 and 3 
meetings will be held during the five- 
Jay period. Experts will discuss the 
advantages of milk testing and the 
methods by which farmers can in- 
crease their profits from dairy herds. 


A chart compiled by Mr. Sell *ho\vS 


that there are three towns In the 
county which do not have a single 
dairy herd enrolled In a testing as- 
sociation. These are the towns of 
Buchanan, Onelda and Maple Creek. 
In the town of Liberty there is but 
a single herd in an association while 
the .towns of Bovlna. Grand Chute. 
Vandenbroek and Maine ha\e but 
two herds each enrolled.

have entered the field and the corpor- 
ations which once reigned indusput- 
ably have ofen had to employ their 
representatives here to fight federal 
investigation and regulation. 


A brief outline of some of the prin- 


cipal lobby fights will illustrate the 
diversity of interests whose lobbies 
have been most 
active here since 


1900.American 
speculators 
who had 


bought up most of the securities at 
the old French Panama canal com- 
pany lobbied frantically to get Con- 
gress to act in their behalf before 
their rights expired in 1904. Al- 
though two federal commissions, act- 
ing with expert advice, had recom- 
mended the Nicaragua 
route, Con- 


gress in 1902 voted for purchase of 
the,French company claims for $10.- 
000.000. The lobby got full credit for 
passage of the measure. 


A DEFEAT FOR THE LOBBY 
The Pure Food bill in 1906 brought 


lobbyists in droves. Heading the op- 
position was the National Wholesale 
Liauox' Dealers' Association, which 
claimed credit for the bill's defeat in 
twd successive sessions. Tho manu- 
facturers of patent 
medicines were 


represented by a lobby described as 
"tremendous" and tried to influence

What do you think of a doctor 


who tells a. nurse caring for a diph- 
theria patient that it is all right for 
her to visit our home in the next 
street if she first washes her hair 
and changes her dress? She came 
here about 8:30 In the evening. Our 
little daughter was asleep nnd 
so 


she didn't sec her. But nine days lat 
cr our daughter came down with 
diphtheria. Isn't it certain that the 
nurse gave it-to her? Can diphthe- 
ria germs bo carried In books or 
papers? (M. I" JO 


Answer—Even assuming that the 


•nursa was :v "carrier" of the Rcrms 
in her nose or throat, she did not 


come within range of your daugh- 
ter, so it Is not likely that this was 
source of your daughter's 
Infec- 


tion. Besides, the incubation period 
(time from exposure to beginning of 
illness) in diphtheria is usually less 
than nine days. Your daughter was 
more likely 'infected thru some sub- 
sequent contact with a person .com-; 
trig down' with diphtheria! or with a 
"carrier." 'There is no. reason to Im-. 
aglne that diphtheria is ever carried 
by... books/ papers^ clothing or .ey^en 
hair.,It It a^reeptfafiory; Infection *aU 
most invariattiy;'*th«!'r'bhly' exception' 
to this being occasional' spread of 
diphtheria thru the medium-of. milk 
contaminated by a person ill of the 
disease. Incubation in diphtheria is 
usually from 2 to 7 days:

AND MADE GREATER 


Invention to Be Sent "Back 


to School" for Improve- 
ments 


Plan Improvements For Mechanical Brain 


-BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Cambridge, Mass. — (/P) — The 


"mechanical brain" Is going back to 
school, so to speak, to earn the 
equivalent of a college degree. 


Through some mechanical changes 


requiring a year or more to com- 
plete, the "brain," a scientific marvel 
developed, by Massachusetts Institute 
ol Technology, 
will be made 
ten 


times as accurate and hava- three 
times its present scope. 


The "brain" is an electrical appar- 


atus which solves problems too com- 
plex for the human mind and does, 
ift eight minutes to a. few hours, com- 
putations that would keep an en- 
gineer busy from a month to a year. 


It is not a toy. but is used in ap- 


plied'industry- Its maker, who now 
is expanding its usefulness, is Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, professor of electric 
power transmission. 


One of the latest illustrations of 


its usefulness is in picturing action 
of the energy that flows at almost 
inconceivable velocity in every light- 
ed radio tube. 
This energy is in 


streams of electrons. Mathematical 
equations treat tho performance of 
these electrons and the results, in 
music and talk, justify the equations. 


But what is tho path of an elec- 


tron in an actual tube and how fast 
is it traveling? To draw this path In 
a graph on paper and show the speed 
of the electron at each point, is the 
problem handed to tho mechanical 
brain, whose colleg.ate name is the 
troduct Intcgraph. 


Tho equations aio plotted on two 


sheets of paper, which are laid on 
two small tables, where each moves 
slowly forward beneath a cylinder. 
This pait of the biam looks much 
like a veiy small scale mangle for 
ironing clothes.

K Pointers connected with the cylin- 
ders follow the path of the plotted 
line on the paper and as they mo\e, 
cause fluctuations in an electrical 
current. This fluctuating power is 
transferred to apparatus that moves 
two pencils upon another sheet of 
paper. One pencil draws the graph 
of the electron^ path; tho other 
shows their speeds. 


The crux of the trix is to change

Two famous nutrition authori- 
ties emphasize the need of the 
human body for the calcium and 
phosphorus found in milk.

the appraised value of the animal 
and the net salvage, not exceeding 
$140 for a registered animal and $70 
tfor'an unregistered.

the former law, one-half 


the difference between the appraised 
value and the net salvage was re- 
coverable, with a maximum indem- 
nity of $90 for registered animals and

THOUSANDS LOST TO 


, STATE IN PRINTING 


-Excess Numbers of Statutes 


and Other Books Are Haul- 
ed Away 


Madison —04s)— Loss of thousands 


of dollars to the state in printing 
of excess numbers of statutes and 
other books was revealed today with 
the hauling from the capitol of nun 
dreds of heavy 1913 annotated code 
books. 


The great volumes have been piled 


for several years in the sub-basement 
of the building, making such a pile 
that they appeared as mazzie as the 
stone building supports. 


They cost the state $5.00 apiece and 


there were 6,000 volumes printed to 
be sold at cost. 


There were 2,40* of them left,'for 


which the, state got $12 a ton. The 
books weight about seven pounds 
each, making $95 paid to the state 
for books that cost $12,000. 


Despite the fact that less than 


two-thirds of the total number were 
sold to lawyers, county officers and 
to others in the sixteen years since 
their printing, and the "fact that the 
public property office told the legis- 
lative finance committee that 4,900 
would be more than enough of the 
next imprint, the latter group plac 
ed an order for 5.000 copies of the 
code this year and these books arc 
now U^ing printed, 
officers under- 


stand. 


Fred Djgdalc, assistant superin 


tendent of public property for two 
years and now superintendent of the 
building rnder the state engineer, es- 
tlmatsd that between $50,000 and $C'», 
000 worth of excess printing and 
ante-dated books and pamphlets or- 
dered by various state departments 
has been sold for Junk paper dur- 
ing the three years he has been In 
office. 


The state printing Is now unler 


the dirsctor of purchases, F. X. Kit- 
ger. in almost all cases save that 
of the statutes, which were ordered 
by the legislative groups.

the new partly 


completed prison at 
Statesville, a 


few miles away. 


That cause is a recent decision by 


the state supreme court that pris- 
oners under indeterminate'sentences 
must serve the full minimum before 
they are eligible for i>aro!e. 


Previously they had been able to 


cut down the minimum by a year or 
more through good records. Some 
600 convicts were directly 
affected 


by the .ruling and -communicated 
their resentment to fellow prisoners. 
Paroles now are but a fraction of 
the former number. 


Both prisons are badly crowded 


and work is betas' pushed, on addi- 
tional cell houses at the new prison. 


Joliet has long been crowded. As 


[far* back as 1S7S .condition became 
so bad that 200 convicts were re- 
moved to another prison. 


It has been a danger spot partly 


through 
a crowding of city-type 


criminals and partly because of the 
problem of finding labor for prison- 
ers. Idleness, penalogists assert, has 
been one cause of the riots which 
have run through American prisons. 


Joliet is an old type prison, with 


patrolled wails, turrets and admin- 
istration buildings joining the cell 
blocks. In 1925 a 50,000,000 building 


program, using a new type of cell 
house, was started at Statesville. 


Three great circular cell houses, 


with sunlight featured, were con- 
structed. A guard in the center can 
observe every convict. This plan, 
however, was not satisfactory and 
the new houses will be of the square, 
block type.

WHEN RADIO Will 


BE INTERNATIONAL 


Vice President Believes It 
.Will Do Much Toward Cre- 
ating Peace

tis, la looking forward to radio's next 
big et«p—when it epans the oceans 
•with program interchanges among 
nations on a regular scale—as the 
harbinger of international good will 
that so long has been awaited. 


In his first national radio address 


since he assumed office th» vice- 
president selected as his subject ra- 
dio itself. He sketched Its develop- 
ment from z- scsecKns tor 3-r.S fed. 
into a luxury, and thence into a ne- 
cessity of America's dally life, but 
he looks to the day of the Interna- 
tional program, for then, he cays, 
"a new era \vill dawn." 


There were more than mere words 


of glory In vice president Curtis' ad- 
dress over the National Broadcast- 
ing company's network.' which for- 
mally opened 
Washington radio 


show. He brought out clearly and 
unmistakably that the administra- 
tion views radio and its proper regu- 
lation seriously. He sees in it the 
most powerful means of public ed- 
ucation ever, developed, and one that 
must be protected by the laws and 
the government. 


But it is internationally that Mr. 


Curtis believes radio will make its 
next great .accomplishment. "The 
possibilities "of international broad- 
casting, the interchange of programs 
between America, . England, Ger- 
many. France and other countries 
of the world is established." he said. 
"Its full benefits will be felt in the 
not far distant future. It will help 
us realize that when we speak of 
the other nations of the world, we 
are really speaking of Individuals 
much like ourselves. 


I am looking forward to the day of

sheep, cattle, and 
poultry, accord- 


ing to G. Bohstedt. animal husband- 
man at Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. 


"So far experiments show a ten- 


dency for animals that chew their 
cud to be ablo to make.good use of 
scabbed grain. Poultrjv-belng pro- 
vided with'a crop, seem also fitted to 
utilize it; but animals such as hogs, 
doss, and horses that have simple 
stomachs simply can not cat It with- 
out experiencing severe gastric dis- 
turbances.

The hold- 
er has an immediate Uncome, reason- 
able assurance that the unpaid divi- 
dends will eventually be met and 
meanwhile a call on the common 
stock at par. 
Such a combination of investment 


and speculative possibilities Is sel- 
dom found in-the railroad field. Of 
course the market price of the pre- 
ferred will fluctuate with the finan- 
cial outlook for the company as well 
as with conditions in the general 
market but that is true with regard 
to all stocks.

About Disaster On Lake

Kenosha—OW— I was standing on 


the forward deck helping close the 
hatches to prevent the heavy waves 
from flooding the hold In which we 
had a cargo of automobiles and other 
freight. 
It was about 12:30 and 


some one shouted up from the stern 
end that we had sprung a leak. 


Captain Morrison called forj the 


deck hands to man the pumps, and 
we started at work on those pumps 
until the hose broke off the main 
pump. When he realized we could 
no longer put the water out that 
way. Captain Morrison ordered Fred 
Truber. lookout ou \tatch at the 
time, to signal ashore. We thought 
we were somewhere opposite Ke- 
nosha and at the time we were about 
five'miles from shore. I heard the 
captain shout out to head for the 
shore line and in another half hour 
the captain ordered the radio man 
to send out the distress call. 


At about 2 o'clock tie had learned 


from the Chicago Radio station that 
ships were on the way to rescue us. 
and that two coast guard 
cutters 


were on their way from Kenosha 
and Racine. I saw the first cutter 
pull up and heard someone shout 
out to us to lower the lifeboats. 


From that time on everything was 


happening so fast we couldn't keep 
up. The first lifeboat dropped into 
the heavy sea nose down and three 
of its men dropped into the water. 
We never saw that boat again. In 
the second boat that started down I 
selected the first ten in line for the 
boat and we started to lower away 
into the heavy sea. I saw three men 
get washed overboard. I never saw 
them again. All this time Captain 
Morrison was standing at the for- 
ward deck giving orders to lower the 
lifeboats and shouting out to the 
coast guardsmen in their boats near 
by.As I was pulling away from the 
ship, we were picked up by the Ke- 


nosha. coast guard crew and I never 
felt a warmer helping band than 
that of the captain who pulled me 
into his boat. On flhore I realized 
for the first time what * narrow 
escape we had had. 


I cried when I saw them bringing 


in the captain and Julius Busch- 
tnann, the engineer. It was a sorry 
day for me and for them, too. There 
never were greater heroes on the 
sea than those men. I remember 
hearing Buschmann shout out to the 
other men on board to take to the 
boats and never mind him.

Washington—The Wisconsin Re- 


tail Jewelers' association is a party 
to an agreement reached by the jew- 
elry industry in cooperation with the 
Federal Trade commission In which 
41 rules of fair trade in the industry 
have been adopted. 


This is the largest number of rules 


for fair trade ever agreed upon by 
any Industry in the numerous trade 
practice conferences held under the 
auspices of the Federal Trade com- 
mission. 


The commission approved 17 of the 


rules affirmatively and will under 
take to enforce them under existing 
fair trade laws. It accepted the other 
24 as legitimate rules for fair com- 
petition for an industry 
to adopt, 


without violating anti-trust laws, but 
cannot enforce them through court 
action. 


Typical of the rules adopted and 


afflrmately approved by the commis- 
sion is the following: 


''To describe any diamond as 'per- 


fect* which discloses 
flaws, cracks, 


carbon spots, cloudy texture, or blem- 
ishes of any sort v.hen examined by 
a normal eye under an ordinary dia- 
«mond loupe, is an unfair trade prac- 
-tice." 


Among the unethical practices con- 


demned in the 24 rules accepted as 
expressions of the trade is the fol- 
lowing: 


"The use of his power of appoint- 


ment of watch inspector by a general 
watch inspector for railroads to force 
dealers to buy their goods of him, 
and the furnishing of railroad passes 
by a general watch inspector to in- 
fluence dealers to buy their goods of 
"him, Is condemned by the industry."
